This wanton snatching of the keys from the hand of Peter is a 

Once again 
the Church is in a shambles, and the statua of believers everywhere is 
in doubt. By wholesale declaration and papal fiat, the King had managed 
to throw confusion into the faith of Augustine, Jerome, and Thomas 
Aquinas. The rumblings among the northern and eastern European prelates 
would indicate widespread doubt In the validity of Robert* s pontificate, 
indeed on the validity of his entire Curia.
